FIFTY YEAR FRANCHISES. 
Chicago will not have real contro! of its street 


— 


‘eer situation until the state has a new constitu- 


tion. In a new constitution the city might find 
authority to issue certificates against street car 
properties. The enabling act, upon which : the 
present ordinances were written, contemplated 
municipal ownership. The ordinances contemplat- 
ed it. The Supreme court, by deciding that street 
gar certificates must come within the bond limita- 
tion of the city, destroyed the essence of the ordi- 
nances. 

The city cannot buy out the traction companies 
because it cannot get the money. It could get the 
money if it could secure it with the properties. 
If it could get the money it could control the situa- 
tion. It could take over the properties, for muni- 
Sipal operation or for operation by another com- 


pany. 
Theoretically the rights of capital in the present 


‘rdinances are not in the streets, but in the money 


invested. Theoretically the companies can be paid 
back what they have paid in. Then the franchise 
returns to the power that granted it, the city, but 


“intil the companies are given back the money 
' invested—the “money which the ordinances by 


Bereement and the board of traction by its au-| 
thority charges to capital account—the fran- : 
clises remain with the men who now hold them. | 

The city may buy, when it gets the money. A 
company known as a pro bono publico company 
may buy, but that company must be content with 
a 6 per cent return on its investment. Any com- 
pany may buy if it will pay a twenty per cent 
bonus in additi.n to the agreed and accrued price 
of the properties. 

Chicago cannot terminate’ these ordinances in 
any other fashion unless it wants to do without 
Street cars when the twenty years of the grants 
have expired. The present companies have the 
Ssireets now, and they have them until the city 

meets the requirements. 

A new constitution could put the city in con- 
trol again, in the control which it was intended to 
have. We are of the opinion that a new constitu- 
tion is the only instrument which can give Chi- 
Gago free and unhampered franchise granting 
rights. We have little confidence in the pro bono 
pubblico scheme and less in the bonus provisions. 
The power to buy is the city’s release, and iy is 
the only release which seems practical. 

The present franchises in present conditions 
may not be interminable, but they are not twenty 
year franchises. They are indefinite, barring cer- 


stain contingencies. 


Now it is proposed to invite investment in the 
' reconstruction of transportation systems by writ- 
ing fifty years in the place of twenty. It is a 
Serious question for the city to consider, but it 
Ought to be considered sanely and not with sound 
and fury. 
* When Yerkes was trying to get the streets for 
fifty years it was a plain case of steal. There was 
to be no referendum.

A 10 per cent bill, permitting the sale of ingot 
cants containing not more than 10 per cent of 
gicohol, has been introduced in the Illinois legisia- 
ture.
